BATTLESHIP ORBEGON.

It Is announced, says the Seattle P.
L, that the famous old battleship Ore-
gone is to be sent to the Puget sound
navy yard for a general overhauling,
amounting almost to a radical recon-
struction of evervthing save the hull
#=o that she ecan be brought up to date.

There Is nothing sald, however,
about the absolute necessity for the
repairs, or the Jdistribution of pulitical
pap to the government blood-suckers
that breed like fliexs. The Oregon was
supposed to be a modern ship—at least
she cost the government sufficlent for
one—hut business is Jull among the
political grafters and the Oregon has
been singled out as the one o supply
the necessary scads to help Indigent
politiclans out of the hole.
